Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—Mrs, Wood- 
ne Wilson, wife of the president of the 
United States, died at the White House at 
Death came 
after a brave struggle of months against 
Bright's disease with complications. 

The president was almost unnerved 
by the shock and his grief was heart- 

nding. He bore up well under the strain, 
bowever, and devoted himself to his 
daughters. 

The end came while Mrs. Wilson was 
gnconscious. Her iliness took a turn for 
the worse shortly before 1 o'clock in the 
afterncon and from then on she grew 
gradually weaker, 

Four Kneel at Bedside. 

Kneeling at the bedside at the end were 
the president and their three daughters, 
Dr. Cary T. Grayson, U. 8. N., and @ 
nurse were in the room and just outside 
a door were Secretary McAdoo and 
Francis B. Sayre, Mr. Wilson's sons-in- 
law, and Mr. Tumulty, his secretary. 

Both houses of congress adjourned 
when Mrs. Wiison’s death was announced 
and for a brief time the wheels of the 
government practically stopped, while 
every one paid respect to the loss of the 
president. 

The beginning of the end came at 10 
o'clock this mcrning when Dr. E. P. 
Davis of Philadelphia, who had beer 
called in for consultation, realized that 
the time for hope had passed. 

President Is Told. 

He took the president into the red room - 
of the White House and there, ina broken 
voive, told him the truth. Mr. Wilson's 
face blanched, but he bore fhe shock well. 
He was informed the end was only @ ques- 
tion of hours. 

Mr. Wilson then took his daughters, 
Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, Mrs. Sayre, and Miss 
Margaret Wilson aside and told them of 
their mother’s condition. Until then they 
had thought there was a chance for her 
recovery. 

From that time on the president and 
his daughters remained constantly at 
Mrs. Wilson's bedside. The president 
held his wife’s hand and the three daugh- 
ters were grouped nearby. Until she be- 
came unconscious Mrs. Wilson frequently 
nodded to one or the other and smiled 
cheerfully. During the day Mrs. Wilson 
spoke to Dr. Grayson about the president, 
whose health she thought more about 
than she did of her own. 


Voices Old Devotion. 

“Promise me, she whispered, faintly, 
“that if I go you will take care of my 
husband— ” 

It was the same touch of devotion which 
she had so many times repeated—her con- 
stant anxiety having been that the presi- 
dent might not worry about her or be dis- 
turbed in his official tasks. 

By 1 o'clock Mrs. Wilson began to sink 
repidly. She could still recognize those 
about her, however, and looked cheerfully 
toward them with the same sweet smile 
that will linger long in the memory of the 
many who knew her. It was a character- 
istic expression of sweetness which om - 
cials and their families, as well as people 
in the slums whom she had befriended, 
had learned to love. 

At 2 o’clock Mrs. Wilson was still con- 
scious, but her strength hed almost de- 
parted, and a few minutes later she sank 
into the sleep of unconsciousness from 
which she never awoke. 

Did Not Speak Again.

There are no illusions in England 
that the war is certain to be a ewift and 
decisive one.

BAD NEWS RECEIVED. 

The admiralty notified the public to- 
night that the first news from the navy 
might not be good news. 

Swift upen the heels of this intima- 
tion came the tidings that the cruiser 
Amphion had been sunk by a mine with 
a loss of an officer and 131 men—Great 
Britain’s first sacrifice to the war. 

The royal family shares with the 
homes of its many subjects the suspense 
of waiting for news of the fate of the 
different units of the fleet.

Meat and vegetables are the prin- 
cipal commodities affected, as retailers 
find difficulty in bringing them from the 
central depots, because all delivery wag- 
ons nave been requisitioned for military 
purposes. 

In the great central markets there were 
large quantities of vegetables today and 
pushcart dealers reaped a rich harvest, 
as they had the advantage over store- 
keepers, whose vehicles had been taken 
by the military.

AMERICAN OPINION AND THE WAR. 

The timely and admirable resolutions passed by 
the German-Austrian massmeeting of Wednesday 
should be read and its appeal heeded by every 
American. 

Our government has declared neutrality. It is 
quite ag important that the American public should 
remain neutral, should. suspend judgment, should 
repel the temptation to premature partisanship. We 
are in no position as yet to form judgment as to 
responsibility or even as to relative degrees of re- 
sponsibility. All we know is that behind a curtain 
of diplomatic secrecy, inspired by motives or pressed 
by necessities upon which we only may speculate, 
the governments of Europe have resorted to war. 
We are only too sure of this tragic fact, and in that 
certainty we cannot go wrong in giving to the war- 
ring peoples our pity and, to the extent of our abili- 
ties. our aid to the suffering. 

It is true that at present the news from Europe 
comes from anti-German sources and should be re- 
ceived with that allowance. But this in time should 
be corrected, and it is with this end in view that 
Mr. Joseph Medill Patterson has started for Ger- 
many, and hopes to be able to report events from the 
German side. The regular correspondents of THE 
Tamer in Germany and Austria will continue 
their service and means of communication, just now 
perhaps at their worst, it is hoped will be greatly 
improved. 


NOT PRACTICAL REFORM. 

A long overdue reform is federal regulation of 
railroad security issues. 

Such regulation was even more desirable from 
the point of view of the right adjustment of the 
relations of the cominon carriers to the public than 
rate regulation, and should have been established 
when the interstate commerce commission was cre- 
ated. ‘ 

But now that at last we are about to shut the 
door after a good many notable equines have been 
stolen by our resourceful overmen of finance, we 


sem to be determined to jam our fingers in the 
Process. The Rayburn securities bill does not vest 


exclusive contro] in the federal commission, but pro- 
poses that the carrier shall run the gantlet of ob- 
jections by commissions or other proper authorities 
in many or all the states through which it oper- 
ates. 

Why our national legislators should go blunder- 
ing along, sometimes recognizing that commerce and 
transportation are national and ought to be regu- 
lated by national agencies, and at other times, with- 
out rhyme or reason, insisting upon state action, is 
beyond rational explanation. A good many law- 
makers seem not to realize that you cannot go on 
loading the mechanism of finance with restrictions 
and requirements without so checking its operation 
as to injure the whole business of the country. 
Regulation must be practical and not defeat its own 
ends by complicating its processes. 


— LABOR AND PEACE. 

There might have been a number of big railroad 
strikes in 1918—but there were not. Railroad em- 
ployés, such as firemen, conductors, trainmen, ‘nad 
their grievances, to be sure. But the railroad com- 
panies and their employés have learned that strikes 
mean u loss not only to the defeated but the vie- 
torious side. The workers lose wages. The employ- 
ers lose trade. The public suffers and grumbles 
about mismanagement. So the railroads and their 
employés in the year past have settled all disputes 
peacefully, by means of mediation and arbitration— 
a method of procedure introduced first by the Erd- 
man act and since elaborated by the Newlands act. 

The peace record of the railroads for 1914 has 
been threatened for weeks by the possibility of a 
strike on the part of 55,000 employés of the western 
railroads. This threatened labor war has fortunate- 
ly been averted. Like most previous disputes in the 
rallroad world, this one, too, has yielded to media- 
tion and arbitration proceedings. 

The conciliatory attitude which the railroads and 
their employés are taking towards each other is the 
attitude which employers and employés throughout 
the United States will have to learn to adopt in 
the near future. If it was true a little over half a 
century ago that this country could not exist half 
free and half slave it is even more true today that 
this country must have labor rnd peace instead of 
strikes and civil wars, as we have had in Colorado 
and, on a smaller scale, in Michigan and West Vir- 
ginia. 

In à recent article Prof. John Bates Clark, an 
economist of high standing, asserts that “our coun- 
try very sorely needs institutions for fixing wages 
wivhout strikes.” The individual workman, he says, 
is “confessedly helpless in making his bargain for 
wages.” On this ground Prof. Clark favors the 
principle of “collective bargaining,” which is but 
another phrase for recognizing the union of em- 
ployés and dealing with their union representatives. 
This point, it will be recalled, has been the chief 


of the priaciple of collective bargaining will remove 
the “cause of causes” of all strikes can ha 


taken at fte face value. The principle 
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How did it spread from the pit in southeastern 
BDurope to the industrial cities of northwest Europe? 
What inevitability dragged British, French, and 
Belgians into the consequences of this conflict be- 
tween Germanic and Magyar Austria-Hungary and 
the Slavs? 

What’s the price to be paid to stop the war? 
Suppose Germany won? Suppose it flattened ont 
France and Russia and held Great Britain off? 
What then? What's in dispute? What's to be 
done or not done or undone that there may be peace 
again? 

We know that Austria-Hungary had to put a 
stop to Slavic conspiracies against ite integrity; 
that Russia could not eee its south Slavic kinsmen 
crushed; that Germany could not see the dual 
monarchy ‘threatened with dismemberment; that 
France could not deny the important obligations 
of its protecting alliance with Russia; that Great 
Britain could not see France crushed and Bel- 
gium’s neutrality violated; that Belgium could not 
permit the disregard of its national honor and the 
disregard of its territorial sanctity to go unpro 
tested—that one after another the nationg were 
drawn in from this far away eastern cause of war. 
But the man from the woods, having the world 
gone mad suddenly opened to his vision, may 
ignore these convincing reasons and persist in 
inquiring: What are they fighting for? If he 
should, we'll have an awkward time getting around 
to an explanation. What are they fighting for? 
Later, if it should be the fate of two or more 
of the nations to be flattened out ami defenseless, 
we can easily imagine what would be asked of them 
as the price of peace. There would be indemnity 
and sacrifice of territory, restriction of influence, 
and diminution of power. But if the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the powers at war were gathered around 
a table now, and the question arose, while each 
nation is still strong: What's the price of peace?— 
if that question arose, what would be the answer? 
What does France want of Germany, or Germany 
of Great Britain, or Britain of Austria, or Ger- 
many of Russia, by the yielding of which war could 


be stopped? 
A WORD TO THE WISE. 


Numbers of our fellow citizens welcome even a 
general European war as a kindly cloud to drop 
down over their activities, hiding them without in- 
terfering with them. When public attention is dis 
tracted politicians who do not make for good re- 
joice and arise early to be up and doing. Bvery 
scalawag we have had or might have in office ac- 
cepts this as his opportunity. 

While we sit on the benches around the theater 
of war and look with horrified interest at the move- 
ments of nations, the porch climber will be busy in 
the unguarded house. It's the first theory of 
crooked politics that anything which distracts public 
attention is clear gain. 

A word to the householder may or may not be 
sufficient—but it’s important.

AUTOCRACY OR DEMOCRACY? 
[From the New York Word.] 

Autocracy has had its way. Austria's quarrel 
vith Servia was no affair of the German people. 
Russia's challenge to Austria was no affair of the 
German people. Yet the very fate of the German 
empire is thrown into the balance in order to 
halt the march of political freedom in Burope. 

All the world knew that a declaration of war 
against Russia was in effect a declaration of war 
against France. Germany admitted it by mobilis- 
ing her army not on the Russian frontier but on 
| the French frontier. The decisive blow was to be 
struck against the French republic, not against 
its imperial ally, It was not Russian despotism 
that was to be crushed, but French republicanism. 

The hollow hypocrisy of the whgle proceeding 
is revealed in the fact that béfore the clash of 
arms is fairly begun the Austrian invasion of 
Servia is practically abandoned, 

Having begun the war, German autocracy now 
finds itself isolated. Italy construes the triple 
alliance as applicable only to a war of defense; 
because there would be a revolution in Italy ff the 
government ventured to champion the cause of 
the hated Austrian. Great Britain is compelled 
to make France’s cause her cause, Germany end 
Austria are left alone to fight the battle of autoc- 
racy and pay the bill in blood and treasure and 
prestige. In thie war they have no sympathizers 
even among neutrals. The enlightened opinion 
of the whole world has turned against the two 
kaisers as it turned against Napoleon III. when 
he sought to make himself the sutocrat of 
Europe. , 

What wag begun hastily as a war of autocracy 
is mot unlikely to end as a war of revolution, 
with thrones crumbling and dynasties in exile. 
Civilization cannot rest at the mercy of despo-

The United States has the advantage if war 
comes, of being able to feed and clothe herself, as 
well as furnish all of her building material and 
fuel. ' 

Durope, on the other hand, with its dense popu- 
lations in its western half, largely urban and in- 
dustrial, must depend on ocean borne commerce 
to a great extent for food supply. This is espe- 
clally so with Germany and England, whose large 
populations are for the most part concentrated in 
great cities. 

Englané—so far, at least—holds the sea, and 
from her preponderance of naval tonnage should 
continue to. This should insure a sufficient food 
supply for her own people, and under present con- 
ditions for France also. 

England today is in much the same relation to 
Germany as she was to France in 1805-10. Ger- 
many and France have changed piaces as it were.

These pains at first are described as 
stabbing. Later they are described as 
darting or lightning pains. Very careful 
examination with Wasserman testing and 
lumbar puncture will show the presence 
of the disease in this early stage.

EOPLE on this side of the Atlantic 
visiting Europe have been taught 
several lessons since the outbreak 
of that great war which, so long 
predicted, is at length under way, 


and which surpasses in magnitude and in 


its consequences the wildest imagination 


of the novelist. 


Among the lessons is that of the wisdom 
of leaving at home their automobiles and 
their yachts and any horses that they 
may have taken along with them for 


' fox hunting in England and Ireland. 


Each of the countries of Europe has 


on its code book statutes enabling it to 


impound all means of tranportation and 
conveyance within ita borders in the 
event of war, no matter whether native 
or foreign owned. 
~~ 

In England these statutes are com- 
prised in what is known as the impress- 
ment act, which, over two centuries old, 
was quietly extended by parliament last 
year so as to embrace automobiles, 


| yachts, and air craft of every kind. ‘The 
| impressment act empowers the state to 


seize and to hold all horses, vehicles, and 
other means of transportation in the 
event of mobilization being ordered. 

Of course, the government does not 
have recourse to the provisions of the 
act on a wholesale scale unless on the 
eve of war. Still, during the grand an- 
nual maneuvers of the early fall of last 


year in England when partial mobiliza- 
| tion was ordered the military authorities 


invoked the impressment act and en- 
forced it within the sham warfare area 
with the most complete success and with- 
out exciting any undue opposition on the 
part of those whose means of transpor- 
tation were temporarily requisitioned. 

All that is necessary is an order in coun- 
ell from the king, and not from pariia- 
ment, to enable his government by virtue 
of the impressment act to seize for its 
use every automobile, horse, carriage, 
yacht, or air craft that may happen to be 
in the United Kingdom or Ireland, ne 
né matter whether the property of Eng- 
lish citizens, foreign residents, or even 
foreign vistors. 

More than this, the government main- 
taing censuses of means of transporte- 
tion, and the officials entrusted with their 
compilation have the legal right to enter 
any private stable, garage, or hangar, or 
to visit any yacht in order to take stock 
of the available means of transport for 
purposes of the state. 

Should they encounter any opposition 
in the performance of these duties, the 
nearest magistrate is compelled to grant 
them search warrants.

Up to the time of writing I have not 


heard of any selsure by the authorities 


in England of any American yacht in 
English waters, or of any automobile, 
horses, carriages, etc., belonging to 
tourists, or visitors from these shores in 
Great Britain and Ireland. But many 
such instances of commandeering may 
be looked for within the next two or three 


authorfties of France, Germany and Aus- 
tria, regardless of the fact that they are 
needed to convey back their owners to 
some friendly seaport for the purpose of 
embarkation for America, a loss all the 
more difficult to bear since the railroads 
are entirely monopolized for the trans- 
portation of troops and of war supplies 
from one part of the country to another.

Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, who, as com-

Sir John was ill suffering from malte 
fever on board the Victoria when it was 
rammed by the Camperdown and sent to 
the bottom of the Mediterranean, carry- 
ing down with it Admiral Sir George 
Tryon and more than 600 officers and men, 
but miraculously escaped. 

Indeed, having entered the water when 
his temperature was over 103, he was 
fished out at the normal 08, cured of his 
illness; so that it was irreverently said 
that he born to be hanged. 

He was badly wounded in the attempt to 
relieve the foreign legations at Peking 
fourteen years ago while serving on the 
staff of Admiral of the Fleet Sir Edward 
Seymour, receiving a Boxer bullet 
through his lungs, but managed to re- 
cover. 

He is married to a rich woman, the 
daughter of Sir Charles Cayser, head of 
the Clan line of steamers, and is regarded 
in the English and foreign navies as more 
responsible than any other officer for the 
marvelous progress in naval gunnery in 
the English fleet.

HOLDS ITALY HAS KEPT 
ALLIANCE OBLIGATIONS. 


Envoy to England Adds @eutrality 
of His Nation Is Not Mere Matter 
of Self Interest. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Italian ambas- 
sador has asked that publicity be given 
to the following statement: 

“Italy's neutrality was not merely ea 
matter of self-interest but was atrictly 
jn accord with the letter and spirit of 
her obligations under the terms of the 
triple alliance. However unpopular a 
war on the side of Germany and Austra 
might have been for Italy, she would 
have undertaken such a war rather than 
break her plighted word.“ 

The ambassador then refers to the Blue 
Book containing the evidence of all diplo- 
matic negotiations to prove that Italy 
had made many earnest efforts to main- 
un peace, in which effort she was in 
complete sympathy with Great Britain. 
He concludes by saying that it was not 
within Italy's power to avert a rupture. 


ITALIAN CONSUL GIVES TEXT 
OF KING’S NEUTRALITY NOTE. 


Latin Monarch Threatens to Pun- 
ish Subjects Who Indulge in Bel- 


ligerent Demonstrations. 


Guiseppe Dall’ Agnol, acting royal Ital- 
lan consul, yesterday gave out the text 
of a neutrality proclamation to Itelian 
Clizens of the United States, issued by 
‘he Italian ambassador at Washington. 
It follows: 

“Several of the European powers being 
in a state of war and as Italy isin «@ 
state of peace with all the belligerent 
parties, the government of the king, the 
citizens and subjects of the kingdom have 
the duty to observe the principles of neu- 
traiity Acoording to the existing interna- 
tonal laws. Whosoever violates these 
principles must suffer the consequences 
of their acts and will incur, whenever the 
occasion requires, the penalties estab- 
lished by the laws now in force.” 


GERMANY IGNORES CAMBON; 
FRENCH AID KAISER’S ENVOY. 


Difference in Treatment of Ambas- 
sadors When Nations Break Rela- 
tions Is Cited. 


PARIS, Aug. 6.—The French ambasea- 
der to Germany, Jules Cambon, accord- 
ing to official information, was not pro- 
vided with any means of transportation 
for his return to France when he received 
his passports at Berlin. 

The envoy was obliged to use his own 
resources and go to Denmark, where he 
remains. 

It was said at Berlin that the mobilisa- 
uon had monopolized the railways, but it 
is officially commented that the French 
government provided a special train to

Silence Over All. 
There was an impressive silence every- 
Where. Secretaries, attaches, clerks and 
servants seemed overcome. 
Vice President Marshall and members 
of the cabinet and the leaders in con- 
gress were notified. Both houses prompt- 
ly adjourned. The flag on the White 
House was dropped, gates were closed and 
the silence of death spread over the White 
House for the first time since 18v2, when 
Mrs. Benjamin Harrison passed away. 
Funeral arrangements have not yet 
been made. The place of burial will be 
either Rome, Ga., her childhood home, or 
Princeton, N. J., whereithe family has 
lived for 25 years. Dr. Sylvester W. 
Beach, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Princeton, where the family 
has attended for years, hasj visited Mrs. 
Wilson frequently during her illness, but 
was not here today. Professor Stockton 
Axson, her only brother, was en route 
east from Oregon on a Union Pacific train 
and was reached by telegraph at Pendie- 
ton, Ore., with the news. 


Slums Send Flowers. 
Members of the cabinet, justices of the 
Supreme Court, members of the dipio- 
matic corps telephoned their condolences 
and sent cards.

generally, in her endeavors to help the 
kriendless and poverty-stricken.

Her devotion to him, according to those 
who have known the family intimately, 
was of remarkable depth. Her one 
thought was of him. Every morning and 
evening during her iliness she cautioned 
Dr. Grayson not to tell the president if 
she had spent an uncomfortable hour. 
Her anxiety was that he should not be 
worried or disturbed. However painful 
was her suffering, it was her one aim to 
keep the president from being affected by 
her condition. But the president watched 
her sorrowfully for weeks and realized 
that she was slowly groWing worse.

Mrs. Wilson was 50 years old, and when 
she came to the White House was ip 
robust health. Always a home lover, 
she nevertheless immediately assumed

terday, when it was admitted that her 
chances of recovery were slight. During 
last night and early this morning she was 
kept alive by oxygen and stimulants. At 
2 o'clock this afternoon Dr. Grayson gave 
out a statement in which he said that 
Mrs. Wilson had had two sinking spells 
during the morning, and that she was 
conscious, but growing weaker. This 
was the last word to come before her 
death. 


Democratic in Her Home. 
Mrs. Wilson was one of the most do- 
mestic and democratic women who ever 


| presided over the “ first household of 


the land. A descendant of an old south- 
ern Presbyterian family, she inherited all 
the sterling qualities of the early settlers. 
Before her marriage she was Miss Dilep 
Louise Axson. Her grandfather was the 
Rev. Edward Axson, who was born and 
raised in Georgia. Her father was the 
Rev. Edward Axeon Jr., pastor of the 
Presbyterian church in Rome, Ga. 

Her mother before her marriage, was 
Miss Margaret Hoyt, daughter of the 
Rev. Nathan Hoyt, a Presbyterian min- 
ister of Athens, Ga. Few women can 
boast of having come from more pure 
American stock, and Mra. Wilson, pos- 
sessed of a remarkably brilliant mind. 
early showed a strong inclination toward 
southern American ideals of womanhood. 


Born in Savannah, Ga. 

She was born in Savannah, Ga., in 1865 
and received her early education at her 
parents’ home in Rome. She completed 
her education at the woman's college ip 
Baltimore. She was married to Woodrow 
Wilson, then a struggling lawyer and 
teacher, in the same house in which she 
was born in Savannah on June 24, 1885. 

Previous to her marriage she already 
had developed a remarkable talent for 
art and might well have made painting 
her vocation. She had won distinction as 
a portrait painter at the Art Students’ 
league in New York. For a while she 
was a resident of Old Lyme, the artists’ 
colony in Connecticut. 


Gives Up Art for Children. 

When her daughters were born, Mrs. 
Wilson gave up her art for the time and 
devoted herself to their education and 
to superintending her household. In the 
early days of her married life ahe did her 
own cooking and was noted for her skill 
in preparing southern dishes. She and 
Mr. Wilson took personal charge of their 
daughters’ education until they were 12 
years old. 

Even in the Whtle House she kept up 
her personal supervision of the details of 
housekeeping and directed the prepara- 
tion of dishes of which she knew the pres- 
ident was especially fond and which for 
years she had made for him. She found 


little time, nor did she greatly care for 


the luxuries the last few years made pos- 
sible to her. The trairing of her whole 
life had accustomed her to a program of 
existence in which they had no place, 
Her strong little hands had been too busy 
with work for others to keep the roseleaf 
look of a child of fortune. And Mra. Wil- 
eon cared for them herse/f; she made little 
use of the services of her maid or any 
personal attendant. 

My hands,“ she once said laughingly, 
“©, there is no use trying to make them 
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look as they should, A college profes- 
sor’s wife has to use her hands for many 
things, all the way from gardening to 
icure should be expected to deal with 
such results.“ 

‘When her husband went to Princeton 
university, however, Mrs, Wilson became 
actively engaged in settlement work and 
charitable undertakings of many kinds. 
She always was of a retiring disposition, 
however, and went about her work in an 
unostentatious manner. She never spoke 
at public meetings. 


Takes Up Landscape Work. 

When her daughters had grown to wom- 
anhood she returned to her art and aban- 
doned portrait for landscapes. She spent 
her summers studying under the direction 
of Frank Drummond and painted many 
scenes of familiar apots around Prince- 
ton and in the Adirondacks. Several of 
her pictures adorned her husband's office 
when he was president of Princeton and 
governor of New Jersey, and when he 
went to Washington he took them with 
him to the White House offices. 

Mrs. Wilson’s technique was that of 
softened color tones and indistinctness 
of outline, giving to her pictures the 
charm of the impressionist’s work with- 
out the sacrifice of necessary detail, Sev- 
eral of her paintings, including Autumn 
Day and The Old Lane were shown 
at art exhibits in Philadelphia and New 
York and Chicago. 


Had Studie in White House. 

At one time twenty-five of her land- 
scapes were displayed at once at the 
Arta and Crafts guild in Philadelphia. It 
was the first one-person exhibit the guild 
ever had held. 

When Mrs. Wilson went to Washing- 
ton she fitted up a studio where she 
worked at odd intervals with her daugh- 
ter, Miss Bleanor Randolph Wilson, now 
Mrs. William G. McAdoo, who was then 
a student at the Academy of Fine Arts in 
Philadelphia. 


love of the artistic was found in her flower 
gardens about her homes in Princeton 
and Sea Girt, N. J., and still later in the 
spacious grounds around the White 
House. She was a clever landscape gar- 
dener, self taught, but sufficiently en- 
dowed with a feeling for beautiful flower 
harmonies to produce the most gratify- 
ing results. 

Mrs. Wilson shrank from the limelight 
of publicity and her greatest happiness 
wae to be found in her home environment. 
She took a personal interest in every- 
thing about her, however, and made sev- 
eral trips into the slums of Washington 
in an effort to bring about better condi- 
tions. 


Few Formal Entertainments. 

The same tact and ability which Mrs. 
Wilson brought to, her husband's as- 
sistance during his college career and in 
the governor’s mansion characterized her 
life in the White House. Her formal en- 
tertainments were few, and she entered 
as little as possible into the social life 
ofthe capital. Her tastes in this respect 
were shared by her two older daughters, 
only Migs Eleanor Wilson, now Mrs. 
McAdoo, showing a real pleasure in the 
dinners, dances, and receptions during 
the season. 

Mrs. Wilson seldom went out at night, 
and it wae noticed that she preferred 
concerts and matinées to the evening 
performances at the theaters, at which 
the president was a familiar figure: She 
was particularly fond of song recitals, 
and invariably entertained box parties at 
the 4 o'clock concerts given by ber fa- 
vorite artists. She was deeply interested 
in Miss Margaret Wilsons musical ca- 
reer, and took a far greater pleasure in 
the concerts and musicales ar: anged by 
Miss Wilson in the Bast room than in any 
of the regular state functions.

She shared to the full, the sympathy in- 
terests of Miss Jessie Wilson, now Mrs. 
Sayre, in the work of the Young Women's 
Christian Association, though-she took 
no active part in it, other than acting as 
patroness of the entertainments and 
other benefit affairs for that and other 
charitable objects. 

While not an avowed suffragist, Mrs. 
Wilson thoroughly believed that a higher 
destiny awaits women.

says that “perch are best water-zouched 
or fried in batter.“ These are two differ- 
ent ways of cooking it. The frying of 
any small fish in batter is quite a uni- 
versal custom in Europe. 

To “zoutch” a fish, according to the 
dictionary, is to stew it in just enough 
water to cover. The Dutch waterzoei ” 
probably is but another form of the word, 
for this is a Flemish fish stew almost as 
famous as the French bouillabaise. 

The perch is one of the fish listed in a 
recipe for it in that country, but it names 
many others that may be used, yet saying 
that, although they may be used together 
ar peparately, the true waterzoel is al- 
ways composed of many kinds of fish, 

The fish stew is not developed with us. 
We have the chowder, but do not use even 
this as much as we might. The perch is 
comparatively inexpensive at the highest 
market price, and we could afford to ex- 


periment with it, given the time and in- 


clination, in stews. 

It has been said of the perch that its 
short fibered flesh is as digestible as white 

f egg. The lobster is at the other ex- 
* with its very long fibers, making 
it indigestible. A poisonous substance 
may be added to the perch in the shape of 
fat blue hot, or it may deteriorate by 
being allowed to stand in cold water be- 
fore cooking.

VIOLENT GLASH FEARED

Butte, Mont., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The 
United States industrial relations com- 
mission's study of relations between cap- 


‘ital and labor in Buttte presented a wide 


contrast with those found at Lead, S. D. 
at the opening session here today. In 
Lead the entire community is dominated 
by the Homestake Mining company, a cor- 
poration in which Mrs. Phebe A. Hearst 
is the controlling factor, and which has 
exterminated organized labor in the Black 
Hilla m.ning industry. 

In Butte, the commission found, organ- 
ized labor, though split into warring fac- 
tions, controls everything from the 15,000 
employés of the Anaconda Mining com- 
pany to the newsboysand the bootbiacks. | 

In spite of the warning given by Prof. 
John R. Commons, acting chairman, that 
the commission would not enter into 8 
discussion of the recent riots here, much 
of this unavoidably crept into the testi- 
mony. 


Find I. W. W. Feud. 

From the outset it became apparent te 
the commissioners that a feud virtually 
exists between the old line conserva- 
tive trade union leaders and the I. W. W. 
agitators. The testimony showed, like- 
wise, that the Socialist leaders, whose 
party controls the city administration, 
are comparatively conservative in their 
views as against the views of the ultra 
radical I. W. W. leaders. 

Many of the Socialists, it was shown, 
impatient at the inactivity ot the con- 
servative officials of the old union regard- 
ing higher wages, heve allied themselves 
with the I. W. W. faction and are openly 
espousing direct action,” syndicalism, 
and sabotage. | 

The cleavage on the issue has reached 
a stage, according to the testimony, 
where the I. W. W. leaders have organ- 
ized an opposition union with a member- 
ship of close to 5,000 seceders. That it 
eventually will bring on a clagh ofserious 
magnitude there is no doubt.

authority on Assyrian and Babylonian 
culture and writings. 

He had made the translation of the tab- 
lets in the British museum his life work 
and recently had issued the thirteenth 
volume of a series on Aseyrian and 
Babylonian Letters Belonging to the 
Kouyunjik Collections of the Britihs Mu- 
seum.“ The fourteenth volume was ready 
for the press. Prof. Harper had been 
working on the books for twenty years. 


Graduated Here in 1883. 

After graduating in the old University 
of Chicago in 1883 Prof. Harper :eceived 
his doctor’s degree from the University 
of Leipzig in 1886. He taught Semitic 
languages in the Yale Divinity school 
from 1887 to 1888, and again from 1889 to 
1891. in the meantime serving as Assyriol- 
ogist for the expediiion of the Babylonian 
exploring fund sent out By the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1888. 

He returned to Chicago at the time of 
the founding of the new university, and 
was associate professor of Semitics from 
1892 to 1900, when he was given charge 
of the department. He was director of 
the oriental exploration fund for Baby- 
lonia for ecveral years, and was a di- 
rector of the American school at Jerusa- 
lem from 1908-09. 


Edited Memorial Volumes. 

Following the death of his brother, the 
late president of the university, Prof. 
Harper edited two volumes of Old Testa- 
ment and Semitic Studies, in memory of 
President Harper. 

Prof. Harper belonged to the Quad- 
rangle and University clubs, and was a 
member of the Psi Upsilon fraternity. He 
is survived by one brother, James, and a 
sister, Mrs. J. Gordon Douglas.
